The Libel Cases 


The jury, in the case 
Baxter vs. Rolf Saunders & I, 8. Clark, edi- 
tors and proprietors of the Knoxville Whiz 
an'l Register, vesterday returned a verdict 
for the plaintiff of twenty-seven thousand 
dollars. This, we have heard it said, is the 
heaviest vefdict for libel ever given in the 
State, 

It is not.very pleasant forus to say much 
of this case as to our contemporary, for our 
motives might be misconstrued. We studi- 
ously avoided saying anything pending the 
trial that in any way could be construed as 
prejudicing the rights of cither party. But 
now that the case is ended, for the present, ut 
least, we propose to give our observations of 
the trial. 

There was no attempt to prove the truth of 
the libel as published. The only defense set 
up at all was that the libel was part of Court 
proceedings. This the jury did not ae It 
was therefore without defense. We li: ive 
heard very many impartial men, who ys ard 
the evidence and argument, say that the ver- 
dict was moderate, und many say it was too 
small. The freinds of the defendants, of 
course, think it loo great, 

The jury were doubtless influenced by the 
fact that the anthor of the libel was not in 
the case. If he had been the verdict, it is 
Claimed, would have been heavier. For this 
reason it is said this was the weakest of the 
vases for the same libel now pending

lear it, we bear but one opinion, that it was 
the imost masterly argument, and the severest 
demu: lation ever heard in that ecurt room 
lia friends consider his argument and the 
verlict the greatest triumph ‘of his life.

A Chinese Newspaper. 


Our friend, ex-Mayor Clymer, received a 
day or two ago, from DeB. Randolph Keim, 
E-q., Inspector of the United States Con- 
slates, now at Pekin, a copy of the Daily 
Pekin Gazette, the Emperor's official organ, 
or court journal published in that city. Jt 
ix said to be the only newspaper printed in 
Chinese characters published in all the vast 
Empire numbering 300,000,000 of people. It 
contains the savings and doings of the Empe- 
ror and the imperial household, as well 2s 
Use of Prince Kung, uncle to the present 
Emperor and Regent of the Empire. The 
paper is a curions specimen of typography 
aud binding. It is made up of strips of rice 
paner about three inches wide by eight ineh- 
exiong, The title page is yellow, which is 
the imperial color, aud the other pages, of 
which there are some ten or a dozen, are a 
d.uzy white. The Chinese characters are 
ravaged io columns, and are read from left to 
right, and from the top to the bottom—that 
is begin at the top of the right hand 
columa on- each page and read down the 
column, and then proceed to the next 
column, and so on, There are some eight or 
ten columns to a page, and the paper, though 
small and capable of being compresselin 4 
very simall space, appears to contain a good 
deal of information. The date of the paper 
is November 13, 1870. 

Mr. Keim’s letter to ex-Mayor Clymer 
also dated “Pekin, November 13, 1870. 
Hesays: “ My travels so far, have been quite 
picasint as a whole, My visit to this city 
has aleo been attended with considerable in- 
My journey to the great wall excecd- 
el evervtling L had previously seen in my 
somewhat cxtensive travels.”
